president of the Mexican republic 
and charged his emissary to con fej 
io his chief his waim regard and per- 
sonal esteem, with liis1 best wishes 
for the continued prosperity of our 
sister 
republic. 
The presidents 


speech was very happy and was es- 
pecially notalble on account of ills 
injunction to the people not to be 
alarmed about "imperialism/7 


There was, lie said, no imperialisms 


except the imperial power of the sov- 
ereign people of the United &taxes. 


The governor of Chihuahua also 


•warmly welcomed the president t« 
the border. The exercises in the 
plaza were preceded by a military 
parade.

REV. ROCHE HIS SUCCESSOR 


OTHER CHANGES—BISHOP ALER- 


DING'S ITINERARY. 


July 16 to 25, inclusive, St. Mary's 
convent, Notre Dame. 


Threatened with illness of a most 


serious character, Rev. John R. Quin* 
Un is compelled to relinquish 
the 


pastorate of the Cathedral, assumed 
two months ago, and will return to 
the much lighter duties of his former 
station at Hunting ton, Ilev, Patrick 
F. B»che, now at St. Ann's church, 
Lafayette, will succeed him as pas- 
tor at the Cathedral. 


The announcement was made pub 


lie at the Sunday moining service by 
Rev. Father -Quinlan himself, and it 
was received with sin prise and soi- 
low. 
Though suffeiing from heart 


trouble for some time, Father Quin- 
laii had spoken of his illness only 
to his companions of the cleigy and 
the public was totally unprepared for 
the distressing news conceining his 
health. 


More than a year ago Father Qxiin- 


lan suffeied an 
attack 
of heart 


trouble, but his physicians did not at 
that time legaid it as of grave con- 
sequence. 
Recently he has had & 


recuirence of the trouble, aggravated, 
no doubt, by the increased 
labors 


and lesponsibilities of the position as 
pastor of the Cathedral. Local phy- 
sicians and Chicago specialists unite 
in the opinion that the popular priest 
must surrender much of the arduous 
labors of his piofession or the gravest 
consequences will follow. It was- on 
account of this situation that Bishop 
Alerding 
determined 
upon 
the 


change, and Father Quinlan will re- 
turn to the pastorate at St. Mary's 
cJhurch, Hunting-ton, where the labors 
are much lighter and where it is be- 
lieved he can cany forward the work 
without endangering his health. It 
is Father Quinlan's intention, as soon 
as possible, to install an assistant at 
Huntington and to spend the summer 
at the seashore in th& hope of receiv- 
ing permanent benefit, 


KEV. ROCHE SUCCEEDS KIM. 
His successor as 
pastor 
of the 


Jathedral, Rev. Patrick P. Roche, is 
one of the foremost priests of the dio- 
cese. He was ordained in this city 
in 1880 by Bishop Dwenger and for 
som-e months was a&sitant pastor of 
the Cathedral. His first station was 
LaG-ro, where he was notably suc- 
cessful, and in 1887 was transferred 
to Lafayette, where he has since re- 
mained »at the head of 
St. 
Ann's 


church. 
He is able, energetic and 


forceful, and it is -predicted that his 
administration of the affairs of the 
Cathedral parish will be successful to 
a marked degree. 


The transfer will 
be 
made on 


Wednesday of next week, and the 
congregation, 
though partirg with 


Father Quinlan with deepest i egret, 
will accord his successor a warm wel- 
come, 
Th« appointment 
of Father 


Quinlan 
to the 
Cathedral a few 


months ago was received with en- 
thusiastic endorsement by the con- 
gregation as well as by 
countless 


warm 
personal 
friends of Father 


Quinlan outside Ms own parish, and 
there is a universal hope that a rest 
from the more aiduou& labors of a 
priest's duties may result in his com- 
plete restoration to health.
